and its freo institutions through tho remote 
Western wilderness, or the miasmatic swamps 
ut the Houtb. That representation was tor 
t reeilom—the impulse of a bold and hnrdy 
race against all slavery, whether white or black 
[Uroat applause,] 
Mr Foersch then went on to trace the history 
ol the German element in this country, and its 
action* upon the elections of theUnitedStates. 
It had long stood by the so called Democracy, 
»o long indeed as it believed that party to be 
r rei-dom's friend. It had followed tlio banner 
of th« old heroes of Democracy, and sat by th 
knee of its sages. Tho manly soul of Jacksor 
and the lessons of Jefferson, had inspired th« 
Irank and trusting sons of Crermiiny with admi 
ration and attachment; but the time had chang 
ed, and the miserable, truckling politicians o 
to-dny, who stood in places hallowed by the 
footsteps of the great, were no longer even n 
faint renVx of those glorious principles emhod 
led in the history and Constitution ofthis couu 
try. 
Henoe the Germans cast them far from 


them; they would no longer camp among the 
foes of Freedom. [Tumultuous applause T— 
Germans ar» ottcn asked what they have to do 
with these quarrels of internal policy. Whal 
they have to do ! Where h there a rood o 
ground on this continent in which German en 
terpriso, Industry, and intelligence are not re 
present...!* Where Is there a State of this 
1 nioti in whose establishment they have not 
aided? 
Where is there n city in which the 


I'lanu of their hammers is not heard, or the spir 
t nl their race is not breathed from the school 
lesk or the pulpit 1 Men of German birth anil 
Gorman blood had written their names in bright 
"harnctrrs ou the earliest records of this He 
iiiblio;i and away upon her farthest borders 
:h.»,'hilHren of Fatherland were clearing away 
ho forest, tilling the denert, nnd widening the 
arra of h«r liberties! Mr. Foersch then bit- 
••rly relinked the prejudices entertained against 
us countrymen, and concluded by showing that 
heir devotion to the freedom and happiness "of 
Ins great Kapublic was the animating cause of 
heir opposition to the Douglas Nebraska bill.

of intercut to all of us, whether Slavery shall 
ho introduced into all the Territory north of 
30° 30'; or whether it shall be free, and open 
for free men and freo labor. The views of our 
people have been expressed on this question, 
aud I think we cannot be mistaken as to what 
they now are. They are decidedly opposed to 
the extension of Slavery over territory now 
free; and I fully believe tlmt its author, Ste- 
lihini A. Doiifflas, ban sunk himself so low in in- 
fiuny, that for him there will bo no resurrec- 
tion. He has disgraced his State, auu the whole 
North, by bin course in opposition to the inter- 
ests of free labor. I have no maudlin sympa- 
thy with the blacks on this question; but I am 
opposed to Slavery extension—to reducing free 
labor to the level of slave labor. I hope this 
vote will be reconsidered, and a fair discussion 
allowed. I am opposed to all gags, as dishon- 
orable and unjust means to prevent discussion. 


Mr. Harvey—I. had intended to speak upon 


these resolutions to-day if they should cotne 
up, and t yet feel disposed to speak upon there, 
although I may render myself liable to be 
charged with having been pregnant with a 
speech, and anjioua for delivery. I am willing 
to bear that charge, and especially since a ma- 
jority of the member* here have endeavored to 
cut otf all debate. I dirt not expect such a 
course—tlmt a majority of the members ofthis 
body were in favor of applying the gag rule.— 
But, by the vote such appears to be the case.— 
I think it time, Mr. Chairman, for us to speak

stnctton of this compromise be retained, and 
we secure ourselves against all risk in the mat- 
ter. 
We heard from the advocates of this Ne- 


braska BUI* only a short time ago, that this Sla- 
very question was forever settled. Mr. Doug- 
las, the author of this scheme, voted for a bill 
for this Territory with the restricting clause in 
it Mr. Atchison said it was settled. Messrs. 
Cass and Webster said in their speeches in 
I860, on the compromise, that slavery was for- 
ever ei eluded from territory north of 36° 30'. 
This doctrine has been generally agreed to, and 
it is only lately that the idea of disregarding 
this compromise has prevailed. The scheme, 
was proposed by Douglas and other compromi- 
sers, and is receiving the support of the chival- 
ry of the South. They have caused all this ag- 
itation, and are aloue responsible for its conse- 
quences, 


Mr. McGarry—I was in the Legislature in 


1849, when the resolutions on this subject were 
passed. I thought they were right then. They 
have never been repealed. 
All attempts to 


change the people ou this question have failed. 
They have stood, and I fully bclievo they are 
their sentiments now. I too hold these senti- 
ments now. I was sorry to see gentlemen try 
to put down discussion this morning. They 
were afraid to come up and meet this question, 
and they therefore voted the gag, by the previ- 
ous question. They dare not meet it and dis- 
cuss it. They then tried to shut down tlio Rate, 
but they cannot do it. This question will br 
discussed. 
The people are discussing it all 


through the laud, aud this course will only 
cause discussion. It is contrary to the doctrine 
of the Democratic party to shut down discus- 
sion. It is also contrary to the doctrines of the 
Democratic party to extend and foster slavery 
—to extend it over territory now free. And if 
the Democracy are now to declare themselves 
iu favor of slavery and slavery exteitniou, then 
I shall uot go with them. 1 go for principle 
and not for the mere name, and gentlemen will 
find that the people of this State will uot go 
with them to extend slavery, with all its curses, 
over Nebraska. The,y oppose it as an unjust, 
and inhuman institution, arid geutleuien cannot, 
by gatts, prevent that opposition being express- 
ed. They have not changed binoe 1849, how- 
ever innch ptititicmns and demagogues rn:iy 
have Changed. 1 hope this voto may be re-con- 
sidered.

NEBRASKA.—It is said that the Indians of 


this Territory are preparing to vacate their' 
lands, to make room for white settlers who are 
about to emigrate to that country in large num- 
bers. The Omaha tribe have made arrange- 
ments to dispose of 8,000,000 of acres of their 
lands, and the Ottoes have likewise agreed to 
sell two or three millions of acres. A delega- 
tion of Indians are now at Washington, negoti- 
ating for the sale of their lands. 


If the Nebraska bill is defeated, this vast wil- 


derness will, in a few years, under the stimulus 
of freedom and free labor, be transformed into 
cultivated fields and be made to " bad and blos- 
som like the rose," while it will rejoice in the 
possession of as free, happy and virtuous a peo- 
ple as can be found in any of the non-slavebold- 
ing States. But if the door is thrown open for 
the entrance of slavery therein, its rich virgin 
soil will eventually be worn out and rendered 
sterile by slave labor and lack of enterprise, 
and its bright prospects blasted for all time to 
come. 


What the destiny of Nebraska shall be, is 


for the Freemen of the North to ssy. They 
have but to speak out, in petition and remon- 
strance, unitedly, and freedom and free labor 
secure that broad domain for ever. There is 
no time to lose.
